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I. On October 3, 1941 I las assigned by General Donovan the task 

of proceeding in company with Col. Solborg to Scotland via Iceland and 

London for a three month’s training course to be followed by two weeks at 

parachute school. We arrived in Glasgow December 7, 1941, proceeded to 

* 

London where Col. Solborg arranged the details of the training. For about 
three days the Colonel took me around to different British officers who con¬ 
ducted interviews and briefed me as to the type of work. Hone of the officers 
were introduced by name or Unit and the whole organization worked in great 
secrecy* 

A | 

On approximately December 15 I arrived at the first school in Arisaig, 

Scotland. The training here lasted for about three weeks and consisted of the 

usual so-called "commando” type of work. At that time I was the only American 

in the school, which ms run entirely by Scotish commando officers and non- 

coms. Relations with these men were extremely good. They were very, very 

cooperative and helpful in every way. Upon completion at Arisaig, I proceeded 

to another school near Malaig for two weeks more of the same work. Following 

this I underwent training at three other schools for varying periods of time, 

then proceeded directly to Ringway Field near Manchester, Ragland, for para- 

# * 

ehuting. The course, consisting of six Jumps, was completed in ten days. 

I fractured ay left ankle on the last jimp. 

I then reported to the office of COI in London, made a report, 
and ms returned to Washington. Upon arrival here I was offered a comission 
in the Amy, but refused it because I did not wish a direct commission. At 
this time I left the organization and returned to civilian life. 
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II* On October 26, 1942, I enlisted in the Marine Corps and proceeded, 
to Paris Island. After six weeks as a drill instructor following completion 
of boot camp, I was ordered to Quantico for OCS. I was commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant in the Marin© Corps Reserve on April 30, 1943. After eight weeks 
more at Quantico, I was assigned to the Training Section, Quantico, which meant 
two years in the States* Therefore, I again contacted the OSS and had an inter¬ 
view with Lt. Comdr. Hallowsl. He pointed out that the OSS ms in need of 
junior officers who had the requisite training, and particularly who had had 
considerable small boat experience prior to the war. Inasmuch as I had had 
nine years at sea, I ms considered qualified for any work of this nature. 

I reported to "Q* Building, July 15, 1943, and after some delay was 
assigned to the SO Section. Commander Hallowel was not present during this 
time, and the irmediate assignment I received was to proceed to Cairo, from 
which point I was to enter Greece as a liaison officer with the resistance 
groups. Prior to leaving Washington I made a trip through the Middle West,

However, over 6,000 refugees were living in a town the normal population of 
which was 1200. They had no clothing, blankets, or shoes, and the food 
allowance was l/4 lb. of bread per day per family. I took it upon myself 
to have a conference with the local Commandant and Commissar. At that time 
they still had a very sincere and implicit faith in American aid. They did 
not realize that in every instance the final decision rested with the British. 

Inasmuch as th© British showed no intention of a mass evacuation to the

safety of Italy, I was determined to return to Bari and endeavor to arrange same. 

Upon arrival in Bari I found that Captain Tofte and Lt. Thompson had 

had an open clash with the senior officers in SBSj therefore, SBS took not

the slightest interest in the conditions on the other side of the Adriatic* 

So far as I could see, they were completely occupied in determining who was 
to be the commanding officer at Bari. I believe had they intervened with 

the British on behalf of the Partisan refugees, the evacuation process could

Tofte to deal with the British without the backing of our organization, and 

therefore all negotiations were fruitless.

I returned from the beach to the vessel with 9 
Italians, and assumed the British would supervise the embarkation of the 
balance of the men from the beach. The sea was increasing, and for 45 minutes 
we lay within 40 feet of rock cliffs on either side and waiting for the boats 
to come off* Repeated attempts to signal the shore were not answered. Finally 
I took Platoon Sgt. John Harnicker of the Marine Corps and went in to see what 
was the matter. The surf was very heavy, and we swamped the boat going in* 
However, the boat was not damaged*

Upon arrival I found six bodies by a cave, and the balance of the 
Italians huddled around their officers* These six had drowned while trying to 
get through the surf, and it developed that the entire British mission, some 

dosen men, had gone off to their camp and left no one to supervise the loading.

We sent a message to the British Major in charge, and he sent back his Sgt* 
saying that he was too busy to come down. 

Therefore, with the time having run out, I told the senior Italian officer 

I would take five more men and return to the ship. After four attempts we

made it, and at this time I discovered both the Italian .officers had deserted 
their men to get back to Italy. My first mate, who was a Partisan Captain, and 
spoke Italian fluently, ordered the Italian officers to go back to their men, 
but they refused. Therefore, the mate beat them both up with a piece of wood that 
was handy.

After this I contacted the Albanian desk in Bari, and told them that unless 


we were to have the full cooperation of the British on the reception end, 
that it was foolish to risk property and good manpower on such an operation* 
While this was being thrashed out we made three more trips to an island North 
of Corfu and finally it was decided that the British would take the operation 
over altogether and put it in their shipping pool* This would not have been 
necessary had SBS really fought for its rightful participation in what was 
called “Allied effort*"

sans for upwards of three weeks, they flew back to Bari. It is this kind 
of operation which makes an American really look foolish. The Partisans 
are absolutely unable to understand how or even why we operate. 

We found no airmen in this vicinity so decided to push on to the 
northeast, paralleling the Hungarian border until we had reached Slovenia. 

The journey was somewhat complicated by the presence of the infamous Coasack 
division, of which nothing was known in Bari. This division of some 9,000 
men was beautifully equipped and 100 per cent mounted, and enjoyed the reputa¬ 
tion of being the most fanatical opposition the partisans met in all Yugo¬ 


slavia. However, due to Partisan knowledge and experience, we were passed 
through without incident. 

Upon arrival in 10th Corps (about 45 miles east of Zagreb), we found 
it impossible to go further north, as the Germans were beginning to evacuate 
Zagreb, because at this time the Russians were coming through the Iron gate and 
into Serbia. As was usually the case, the Partisans showed considerable 


regard for our safety. They were at all times reluctant to see Allied personnel 
go on anything that was really dangerous, and in this instance they sent two 
battalions against the German line, both of which were repulsed with heavy 
losses. Over a period of two weeks w© collected nine airmen who had been 


shot down close to the Hungarian border and brought in by the Partisans.
